Moves to Suppress Evidence 
Gained in Bookmaking Arrest 


Frank (Bookie) Lloyd, Dixon, facing state charges of

The Question No Communist 


Can Answer 


Among the more disquieting signs of the present age is 


the race, on the part of human beings born free, to become 
slaves 
In France one-fourth of the population votes the 


Communist ticket. In Italy it is the same. The nations of 
Western Europe, of the Near East, of Southeastern Asia, 
have to be bribed with Marshall Plan and EGA aid to remain 
free.*Ah, but is it freedom? Ask the Communist propagan. 
dists. Real freedom is economic security, racial equality, 
"human rights." The UN, with its human rights commis- 
sion,, aids and abets this propaganda. Misguided idealists in 
Britain and America follow this line, and raise doubts as to 
whether ours or the Soviets' is the true concept of freedom.

There is a simple way of finding out. Ask the people be- 


hind the Iron Curtain—the men and women who risk their 
lives to get out of where freedom is. Ask the Poles who steal 


. their nation's army planes, the Czechs who forge military 
' tanks, the Hungarians who break across fields of barbed wire. 


Ask the North Korean and Chinese prisoners who don't want 
to go home to communism, and whom the Communists insist 
on bringing back home at all costs. -They will tell you where 
freedom is, and who has it.

But more than that, they will give you a definition and 


test of freedom so simple that it needs no scholars or phil- 
osophers to grasp it. 


Freedom is where you can get out if you want to. Free- 


dom is where, if you don't like it, you are at liberty to go 
away. That is your key test—the right to quit.

In America, Britain and nations of the West generally, 


we take this right for granted. Anyone who doesn't like the 
existing setup is free to get out. This goes for the individual 
and the group. It goes for the worker who doesn't like his 
job. It goes for the person who doesn't care for his sur- 
roundings. It goes for the person who is a victim of racial 
or religious discrimination in some sections, but finds that 
he can move away to other sections, where there isjno dis- 
crimination. It goes even for the communist sympathizer who 
wants to go off to the communist paradise. 


Behind the Iron Curtain this basic freedom is wanting. 


If you don't like the way things are run in Poland, Czecho- 
slovakia, Hungary or Russia, you nevertheless have to stay 
there. If you try to go, you ta'ke your life in your hands. If 
you want to break away from your job, your home, your 


. nation, you have to get permission—or else. 


That is the basic difference between our way of life and 


theirs—the right to quit, the right to emigrate, the right to 
get out. If anyone cares to think about it, he will quickly 
perceive that here is the basic human right, the basic free- 
dom, outweighing by- far all the mealymouthed "human 
rights" that are prated of in UN councils.

The freedom to get out is what distinguishes a free man 


from a slave. What was the slavery of ancient times or the 
slavery of the American plantations but the denfal of the 
right to go one's way if one didn't like it? Many of the an- 
cient and recent slaves had good food, good treatment, life- 
long security. But they couldn't go away. 


This should be pondered well by the communist voters 


of Western Europe, of Latin America, of Southern Asia. It 


, should be pondered well by the doubting Thomases in our 
' own midst, whenever their doubts assail them.

There are worse evils than economic inequality, social 


'. prejudice,'racial or religious discrimination. Surely, these are 
| bad enough, but if the worst comes to the worst, any free 


individual can remedy these evils for himself by the simple 
expedient of moving*away from them.. The biggest social 
evil of all is slavery, and slavery is the denial of the right to 
move away. The abolition of slavery, of serfdom, of the for- 
cible attachment of the individual to the soil, or the job, or 
the master, was the greatest achievement of modern enlight- 
enment. 


Communism, by its principles and practices, brings back 


human slavery. Between it and truly free men there can be 


compromise.

Estimating Helps Tourney Player 


By OSWALD .TACOBY 


If you've ever played tournament 


bridge, you probably know that 
tournament players-'devote much 
time and effort to estimating, the 
value of each result that they get. 
There's no guesswork, of course, 
about knowing' that you've Just 
scored 620 points for bidding and 
making four .spades, for example. 


In a tournament, however, that 


hand will be. played at least a 
dozen other-times and you try to 
guess how your 620 points compare 
with the results made at those 
dozen other tables. 


No wonder that tournament play- 


ers usually- wind up talking to 
themselves! 
But don't get me 


wrong. I love 'the game. 


Just to see how this estimating 


works out, take a look at today's 
hand. This hand was played at all 
the tables in the final session of the 
Master Pair championship a few 
weeks ago in St. Louis. 


North's bidding may seem a bit 


startling, b'ut what would you sug- 
gest? He decided that the hand 
was good for a slam in clubs if 
South could bid the suit at the 
level of two. And he decided also 
that an immediate slam bid might 
get him a favorable opening lead, 
whereas scientific bidding might 
just give the opening leader thex 


benefit of all the science. 


The reasoning was good, but it 


didn't work out that way. West 
opened a spade, just what North 
had been hoping wouldn't happen. 


East took the ace of spades and 


returned the three of clflfbs. Ruth 
Sherman, 
the 
well-known New 


York expert, didn't like what was 
going on, but she gritted her teeth 
and took the trump finesse. The 
rest was easy, of course. Ruth 
drew two more rounds of trumps, 
showed her hand and explained 
that she could ruff a spade in the 
dummy to make sure of the slam. 


At rubber bridge, Miss Sherman 


would have been mildly pleased 
with the result. Nobody sniffs at a 
vulnerable slam. In a tournament, 
however, there is still something to 
worry about. Maybe six clubs will 
be bid at all the other tables and 
will make an extra trick if any- 
thin; but a spade is opened!

The Doctor Says: 
Pimples on Children's Skin 
Can Be Treated and Helped

Each year hundreds of thous- 


ands of boys and girls in, or ap- 
preaching, 
adolescence 
become 


troubled with acne or pimples, 
usually on the face, back or chest. 


The distress is enormous 
in 


spite of the fact that acne is never 
fatal and most recover entirely 
without any permanent scarring of 
the skin. 


Adolescense is a stage in which 


self-consciousness a n d 
shyness 


are more apparent than at any 
other time in life. Acne makes 
these worse. Many youngsters who 
have acne of the face become ov- 
erly'sensitive and may stay away 
from 
their friends 
and 
social 


events just because they dread 
this blot on their appearance. 


A youngster with acne should 


make a special effort to fight this 
self-consciousness and force him- 
self to take part in many social 
functions. It's generally worth the 
struggle. Family and friends can 
help by not paying too much at- 
tention and not making remarks. 
Some parents or brothers or sis- 
ters comment every day on wheth- 
er the pimples are better or worse. 
This only makes the self-conscious- 
ness worse. 


Acne affects most commonly the 


face, neck, chest and shoulders. 
The reddish lump with which it 
starts turns injo a "whitehead" 
which contains a mixture of pus, 


germs, destroyed tissue cells and 
skin oil. This pimple eventually 
breaks and forms a crust. 


In mild cases the pimples are 


rather far apart and near the sur- 
face. The more severe the case 
the closer they are together and 
the deeper in the skin. Fortunate- 
ly, it is only in the deeper caaei 
that a permanent scar is formed 
in the skin. 


The cause or causes of acne art 


not all known. Although infection 
is present, several different kinds 
of germs can be found and there 
are undoubtedly other elements 
which enter into the development 
of this condition. 
GLANDS HAVE A PART 


Because acne is most common 


and usually most severe during 
the period of adolescence, it prob- 
ably has some relation to' th« 
changes in the glands and hor- 
mones which take place at that 
time. Diet almost certainly plays 
a part, too. Many, if not most ado- 
lescents have a craving for sweeta 
and 
sweets 
almost 
invariably 


make acne worse.

The pimples almost always get 


better in the summer with rea- 
sonable exposure to the sun. In 
fact, acne can be helped a great 
deal by treatment in most cases, 
but it seems most important be- 
cause of the effect it can have on 
the personality at a sensitive and 
socially important time of life.

Dean talked,with reporters after 


a breakfast meeting with Presi- 
dent Eisenhower. 
He said he had 


about 150 letters from wives and 
mothers of missing GIs of the 24th 
Infantry Division asking that he 
help clear up whether they are 
still alive. 


Many of these families, Dean 


said, believed that the general 
may have run across some of the 
missing soldiers during his 38 
months in a North Korean prison 
camp. However, the general, high- 
est ranking officer captured by the 
enemy, said he didn't see one 
American the whole time he was 
a POW. He was kept in separate 
quarters right to the time he was 
freed in the POW exchange. 


Dean said the President, whom 


he had met first while command- 
ing the 44th Division in Europe in 
World War II, asked him about 
his experiences and about his per- 
sonal well being. 


The general said he had "never 


definitely stated he would .leave 
the Army although with 30 years 
service and 54 years of age he is 
eligible. 


"I think I will stay in the Army

CHICAGO MV-The statement of 


a researcher that he was "not im- 
pressed" by the effectiveness of 
krebiozen in treatment of cancer 
was read into the record of an Il- 
linois legislative committee Tues- 
day. 


The committee also heard again 


from Dr. Steven Durovic that he 
developed Krebiozen from blood 
.serum of horses in a. Buenos Aires 
laboratory in Argentina. 


The hearing was a part of the 


committee's 
investigation i n t o 


claims by Dr. Andrew C. Ivy, Uni- 
versity of Illinois educator, that he 
had been discriminated against be- 
cause he sponsored the drug. 


The skeptical appraisal of the 


drug was contained in a letter 
"rom Dr. Stanley P. Reiman of 
'hiladelphia, head of the Institute 
f Cancer Research, to Dr. Ernest 
^-. Howard, assistant secretary of 
'o American Medical Association. 
Reiman wrote that he was "not 
npressed by the biological effect" 
e noted in his work with krebio- 
en. since "biological effects can 
-e obtained with innumerable sub- 
cances." In his opinion, he wrote, 
•rebiozen 
"should 
be returned 


•ompletely to the laboratory." 


The Reiman letter was made 


>ublic by counsel for the AMA. 
me of the organizations against 
>vhich Ivy has leveled his claim of 
discrimination.
